McDonald et al. (2015)

 “My dad last week said that he was very 
upset with my mother and that he was going 
to burn the bird’s wings with a lighter” 

 “That day that my dad said he would burn my 
dog on the grill, I took him into my room and 
locked him in the closet with food and water 
until the next day”

 “My dog always sleeps with me in my room 
so that my dad doesn’t hurt him”

Animal Welfare and Human Welfare

 Child welfare in U.S. birthed from animal welfare efforts

 Henry Bergh – Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals (NY, 1866)

 “To provide effective means for the prevention of cruelty to animals through the United 
States, to enforce all laws which are now or may hereafter be enacted for the protection of 
animals and to secure, by lawful means, the arrest and conviction of all persons violating 
such laws”

 Industrial Revolution/Civil War (Child Abuse Risk)
 Alcoholism and Poverty 

 Rapid population growth (NYC)

 Etta Wheeler – religious missionary, reached out to Bergh
 Mary Ellen – Severe Abuse and Neglect

 New York Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children (1874)

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Violence and Pets

 Victims of IPV report experiencing significant concern for their pets after 
fleeing their home.

 Limit to progress?

 Reason to return?

 According to a recent survey, 90% of victims of IPV feel having a 
safe place to bring their pet would make their decision to leave easier.

 Only 20% of Domestic Violence Shelters across the U.S. accept pets.
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
